if there iv this, the pe »plo will readily 
full into Jine and officials be zealous 
and energetic.’ The abssnce of honest 
performance of duty, or inother words 
the want of an honest administration, 
is the solo and only couse of China's 
growing weakness, to remove which 
the mern possession of the finest arny 
or the most efficiont navy in the world 
would he futile. Indeod, an honest 
performance of duty is a condition 
proeedent to the getting together of a 
| powerful und effective amy, and on 
the other hand, a magnificent military 
force, if placed under a dishonest ad- 
ministration, will soon degenerate into 
a band of brigands and cut-throats, 
and o4 such, would be a 
danger to the Stato that owns 
it, rather than # source of protection.

Jt follows, therefore, that to advise 
China to get strong by the aid of 
soldiers ia unsound and unstatesman- 
like, but to recommend to her such 
measures ag would produce her an 


honest administration is of immense 


bonefit to the country ilself and to the] 


world at large. With a reformed Go- 
vermment and an honest administra- 
tion, the possession of a strong amy 
and navy is possible and will follow, s0 
will the establishiwent of schools and 
universities, post offices, and telegraph 
lines, railway and mining departrocats, 
ke. &e. With «a roformed Govorn- 
mont, tov, agriculture, industries, 
manufactures, and trade will extend 
enormously, and the revenue of the 
Empire will increase and reach auch a 
total aa is undreamedof by the most 
songuina of officials.

Aud yetthi« is not im- 
possible with a country like China, so 
full of natural wealth and teeming with 
hundreds of millions of thrifty and in- 
dustrious penple, The only thing re- 
quired ia honest perfurmance of duty 
from tho, Emperor down to the peasant 
who tills the soil. There may be sme 
who hold with the Inspector Gentral 
that thore is not suficient time for 
China to thoroughly overhaul and re- 
form her Government before tho final 
catastropho overtakes it, and that the 
wisest course for her to take’ is to get 
ag* speedily as possible a disciplined 
army armed with modern weapons to 
repel any invasion of her territory and 
maintain hor integrity, especially after 
the prosent’ Russo-Japanese war.

We have heard from 
Your Iordahip’s own lips what rid- 
iculaus things have been done in the 
Arsenalot Foochow, which has beon 
established for a grent numbor of 
years under foreign direction, and has 
cost the Chitese Government immonao 
sums of money, Wo aleo remember 
your rmarks upon the forts and 
magazines at Canton and elsewhere in 
China. Your Lordship has found as a 
matter of fact, that certain sums of 
money tet aside by the Chinew Go- 
vernment for particular objects were 
discovered to be woefully deficient 
after having passed through the hands 
of the mative offciak, whereas, if pro- 
perly applied, these sums woull bnve 
been sulticient for the purposo for 
which they were allccated.

As they wore passing 
by, ono of tho junka shot ahaad across 
their bow and intarcepted their conrse, the 
othor junka taking ap positions on cither 
sido and astern so as to completely encircle 
the boat, As the firat junk went ahead 
ono of the crew shouted out to the owner 
of the beanbost, asking him whom ho had 
aboard, The mau replied that teva foreig- 
ners weru on board, whereupon he 
was ordered to lower his sail. This 
was dono and immediately afterwards 
the men on tho junks, who were armed 
with rifles and carttidgo belts fall of 
ammunition, commenosd firing volleys at 
the beanboat at about 6 yards’ rangu.
